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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: to show unexpected results the data must be 
commensurable with the claimed range. For example on pages 17-18 regarding Table 2, applicant has indicated that the bulk densities 
for examples 3-6 and examples 3-4 are 3.92-3.99 g/cm3; however, there is no indication of which bulk density is used with the examples 
3-6 and which bulk density is used with the comparative examples 3-4. Additionally, claim 1 indicates that the bulk density is 3.90 g/cm3 
or over but less than 4 g/cm3; however, unexpected results have not been demonstrated when using bulk densities of 3.90 g/cm3 and 
3.91 g/cm3 . 
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
